Legislature Faces 


Road Finance Problem 


By WAYNE SARGENT 
S A C R A M E N T O OLE—Almost 
everyone at the Capitol agrees Cali­ 
fornia needs more and better ro?ds, 
but already differences of opinion 
are appearing on bow to finance 
them. 
There was general agreement that 
85 per cent of California's highways 
would be inadequate in the next 15 
years. But when roads cost from 
$81,000 a mile for a two-lane rural 
highway, on up to $2,730,000 a mile 
for a six-lane freeway and some 
13,000 miles will be needed, financ­ 
ing becomes the mix of the matter. 
Basically there are three ways to 
finance new roads, or any new proj­ 
ect for that matter. You can raise 
additional money through new taxes 
or higher taxes and buy what you 
want. You can float a bond issue 
In the amount needed and pay it 
off like a loan as tax revenues 
come in. 
COMBINATION METHOD 
The third method la a combina­ 
tion of the two—a bond issue with 
increased taxes to amortise the 
bonds. 
Two legislators have come forward 
with the latter program—one for a 
$1,000,000,000 bond issue, the other 
for $500,000,000. Gov. Earl Warren, 
long an advocate of a balanced bud­ 
get end pay-as-you-go financing, 
has proposed the first method.

COLLIER, BURNS PLANS 
Sen. Randolph Collier (R., Yreka) 
a highway leader in the Legislature, 
proposed a combination bond issue 
and tax increase at a two-day meet­ 
ing of the Joint Legislative High­ 
way committee held in the Senate 
chambers earlier this year. Cottier 
proposed the billion-dollar bond 
issue be spent over a 10-year period. 
Richard E. Zettel, economist for 
the committee, agreed in principle 
but favored a $500,000,000 bond issue. 
This amount also is favored by Sen. 
Hugh M. Burns (D., Fresno) with 
amortisation over a 20-year period. 
Warren has pointed out in the 
past the advantages of pay-as-you 
go financing. The burden of pay­ 
ment is not’ passed on to future 
generations, he said. It is less infla­ 
tionary, does not involve interest 
payments, and is more easily con­ 
trolled than credit or "deficit" fi­ 
nancing. 
BONDS FASTER 
Zettel said at the two-day meet­ 
ing, "Th# real defect of a pay-as- 
you-go program is that it falls to 
meet the immediate needs fast 
enough." 
A bond issue program dumps a 
large chunk of money in your lap 
to start immediately, Zettel said. 
Under a bond proposal, two-thirds 
of present needs would be met in 
the first five years. 
Under pay-as-you-go, almost half 
the present needs still would exist 
at the end of five years, Zettel said. 
Even after 10 years, accumulating 
needs of that decade would remain, 
he said. 
Credit financing vs. pay-as-you-go 
Is likely to be a stumbling block 
again in highway legislation when 
the Legislature meets Monday.

financial investment, the 
State Department of Social Welfare 
reported. 
The program provides state funds 
to pay for surgery and eye treat­ 
ments for persons who receive blind 
aid if it appears that such medical 
attention will improve the re­ 
cipient’s eyesight. 
The department said a review of 
193 operations reveal the savings 
in public assistance expenditures 
exceeded the cost of the treatments 
by $143,349—a saving of $700 a case.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
SR-Richmond Bridge Can 
Aid In Barrier Construction 


San Rafael-Richmond bridge obstructionist* 
have thrown about every blow they can think 
o£. But as the new year begins the bridge has 
survived all attacks, first construction contract* 
and bond* are bid for and ready for acceptance. 
Only the threat of an appeal of barrier pro­ 
ponents* rejected law suit delays immediate 
action. 
Let’* get on with the construction. 
Forthright Governor Earl Warren called a 
spade a spade Monday in Sacramento when he 
declared, “Every kind of obstruction has been 
thrown at this bridge that could be brought to 
the imagination/* He added that the courts had 
not sustained them. 
Then turning critically to Assemblyman 
Richard Dolwig, Gov. Warren declared he did 
not believe “it was normal procedure for a 
legislative committee to come in at the last 
minute and ask for a delay.” 
He had reference to Dolwig’s Assembly sub­ 
committee on bay area problems which went 
on record two weeks ago as favoring the Toma- 
sini plan for a Tiburon-Alameda-Richmond 
barrier-and-tube plan. Dolwig was asking for 
delay in sale of bridge bonds until May 1 so the 
24-year-old project could be “studied further.” 


Once again the governor assured the barrier's 
proponents that in his opinion and that of state 
and consulting engineers, the bridge will not 
impede eventual construction of a barrier if 
it proves feasible. 
The bridge may assist, rather than hinder, 
construction of a barrier. I t as the Golden Gate 


bridge did, the SR-Richmond span proves 
economically more successful than the conserva­ 
tive estimai« of the traffic engineers, in a few 
years it might be possible to refinance it to pay 
the costs of constructing the barrier. 
Unlike the Gate bridge, bonds now being 
sold are callable. Experts say that if the bridge 
prom successful, bonds could be called and 
the bridge refinanced for possibly double its 
present $72,000,000 limit ' 
This would provide enough to pay for the 
six-lane bridge, plus the same amount to spend 
on me barrier. Toils on the bridge could pay 
off both debts. The barrier could be built with­ 
out a highway now, but provisions should be 
made so that such a roadway could be put on it 
as soon as it is needed. 
Such a plan is something barrier proponents 
should have been backing from the first. Play­ 
ing dog in the manger and attempting to pre­ 
vent a needed traffic crossing has only caused 
added expense and difficulties to both the state 
and the barrier group. 
As we have said here so often, what is needed 
now is a real program for study and erection of 
the barrier; a positive program based on con­ 
struction of a barrier to fill a need, not a nega­ 
tive program based on obstructionism. 
We thank Gov. Warren and members of the 
Toll Bridge Authority for a sensible, construc­ 
tive stand in the face of tremendous pressures. 
We hope the barrier advocates will dose 
ranks and unite with us in backing adequate 
engineering studies of the whole barrier situa­ 
tion.

Meat prices will stay high at 
retail—some think they may rise 
a little. There will be more beef 
on the market, but less pork. Farm 
prices have already fallen, but ris­ 
ing processing costs win keep re­ 
tail prices high, the meat industry 
explains. 


CLOTHING can be turned out 
in 1953 in any quantity the public 
will buy. Prices went through a 
shakedown in 1912—and so did in­ 
ventories. Business turned better 
in the faU and hopes are high for 
good spring sales. Prices finned at 
year-end, but competition should 
prevent any big rise. 
Shoes also took a price tumble 
In 1352. Orders came in again in 
the summer and at year-end some 
manufacturers were talking of 
raising prices. Merchants, how. 
ever, were arguing that the cus­ 
tomers wouldn’t take it. With more 
cattle coming to market in 1953, 
hides should be plentiful, so shoe 
prices may stay about where they 
are. 
Furniture and carpet makers had 
a rough time tha first half 1352 
but look forward to much better 
days in the new year, with prices 
around present levels to a little 
higher 


NEW HOMES will continue to 


rise, but probably in slightly lo w 
volume. Many cities now report 
the housing shortage Sa over. In 
the booming defense plant areas, 
however, the carpenters will be 
busy. Forecast* are for a million 
new home» in the coming year. 
Building materials will be plentiful 
—except for a few scarce metal 
products — and building costs 
should hold fairly steady. 
Rents, 
especially 
tor 
newer 
buildings, will continue to rise in 
growing communities. Many cities, 
however, are showing vacancy signs 
in windows, and rents are steady. 
Building of schools, commercial 
centers In the suburbs, public 
structures, roads and bridges will 
tend to take up the slack for con­ 
struction workers as the housing 
boom fad«. Plant expansion by 
industry will continue well into 
the new year. 


AUTOMOBILES will roll off 
production lines in greater volume 
in 1853, with prices held «town by 
growing competition. If you have 
money to spend, there'll be more 
“added equipment" you can buy 
than ever before. Material controls 
should end early tn the year. 
Tire sal« are expected to rise 
In the new year as drivers replace 
the ones they bought in fright 
when the Korean war started. 
Rubber prices tumbled to 1952, and 
there in no shortage or price pres­ 
sure in sight to plague either the 
industry or the car owner. 
Gasoline will be plentiful, with 
the octane rating higher. The oil 
industry has more than ample 
capacity now to produce. This 
competition will offset the price 
pressure of the rise in production 
and distribution costs. 


FUEL will be plentiful, but ris­ 
ing production costs will tend to 
raise prices in coal, natural gas 
and fuel oil. Competition between 
them will grow, tending to give a 
break to the home owner of fac­ 
tory operator. 
Electric power facilities continue 
to expand, but the steel strike set 
some programs back, and demand 
for power could grow as fast or 
faster than electric facilities in 
most of the booming defense areas.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Whether 
the tiff between A. Alan Post, 
legislative auditor, and Governor 
Earl Warren, over alleged waste­ 
fulness in the civilian defense 
agency of the state is the result of 
a

Post’s 
charges will stand, remains to be 
seen. 
Post, In a report to the legisla­ 
tive budget committee, claimed 
that failure of the civilian defense 
agency to purchase certain sup­ 
plies for emergency stockpiling 
from surplus property stores, re­ 
sulted in loss of nearly a million 
dollars of state funds. He bought 
new materials instead. 


THE GOVERNOR came back 
quickly, declaring that federal law 
prevents the purchase of such sur­ 
plus supplies for any purposes ex­ 
cept educational usage. He said it 
was most unfortunate that one 
state officer would discredit an­ 
other state agency. 
Post however, may have the last 
cat in the bag. In his report to the 
budget committee, there is con­ 
tained documentary evidence in 
the form of letters from the Sur­ 
plus Property section of the State 
Department of Education, that the 
particular supplies in question 
were available to the state through 
surplus. 


IT WILL TAKE approximately 
a month, to get the full story. 
Meanwhile, 
Post 
declares 
his 
statements stand. He do« not 
plan to change his testimony be­ 
fore the committee. He declares 
that if there is a law preventing 
the state from using war surplus 
material for civyian defense pur­ 
poses, he apparently had been mis­ 
informed to the letters from the 
surplus division. 
The governor to a press confer­ 
ence said that General Walter M 
Robertson, state director of civil 
defense, had attempted to have 
the law changed to permit rhe 
agency to buy surplus materials 
for stockpiling. A bill to that ef­ 
fect died in committee during the 
last Congress. 


POST IN HIS original report 
mid the civil defense agency plans 
to buy 81,124,328 to use for stock­ 
pile, supplies to first aid stations. 
He claimed that if the same items 
were purchased through the sur­ 
plus property agency, they would 
cost $147,459, and mean a saving 
of $978,867 to the state. 
He stated further that the state 
civil defense agency apparently has 
made no effort to seek surplus 
equipment, even though federal of­ 
ficials distributing surplus bare 
ordered, he says, potential first aid 
station equipment set aside for 
that purpose.

the simplified 
Bishop 
method, which she says "teaches the 
beginner the know-how of giving a 
custom look to a home-made gar­ 
ment” The method was developed 
and patented by Edna Bryte Bfcoop, 
who took pity on home economics 
students who, after four years of 
sewing, hated it. 
The student learns a basic tech. 
nique of sewing which she repeats 
with each new project Mrs. Rotruck 
says that students at the Hannah 
Harrison School who were wary of 
cutting their first blouse are now 
confidently at work «1 suite and 
coats. When they finish the ap­ 
proximately five-month course they 
will be ready t o Jobs in alteration 
departments of stores or custom 
dress-making houses, or ready to 
open their own shops 
The school was set up under the 
will of a wealthy Washington mer­ 
chant, Julius Garfinekel, so that 
"worthy women trader the necessity 
of earning their livelihoods may fit 
themselves t o vocations.” Many of 
the women have never worked be­ 
fore. 
One typical student is Louise 
Mast who was 45 when her husband 
died. She had married at 18 and 


first t o a woman my age,” she re­ 
calls. "I have two grown children 


on them.” 
Mrs. Mast, a Gold Star mother 
had always made her children’s corned baby, 
clothes and done a "little sewing” 
t o friends but she didn't know the 
commercial techniques of sewing. 
She now hopes to teach the method 
to other women when she finishes 
the course. 
The school also offers courses in 
oommerdal food preparation for 
cafeterias and restaurants, institu­ 
tional housekeeping for hospitals, 
hotels, etc., and business office 
training. Although the minimum

On Theory Of Freedom,Self-Expression

Now*n then the gents in my line 
of work reverse themselves. Like 
football players who find they’re 
headed toward the wrong goal, they 
turn quick-like. It’s mighty confus­ 
ing to the spectators. 


Biggest reversal In the last few 
years has to do with discipline for 
your child. For 30 years child guid­ 
ance guys have preached freedom 
and self-expression You’ve heard 
’em. The idea was not to restrict 
children, not to punish them. Not 
even to give them much guidance or 
advice. You were to give them lots 
of love but very little else. Remem­ 
ber? 


Did you know that only a few old- 
timers are talking that way in 1953? 
And they are dying fast. The pres­ 
ent idea is to give your kids a ju­ 
dicious mixture of discipline and 
guidance, along with tha love. Sound 
combination, too. 


The old theory of unlimited free­ 
dom came because psychologists raw 
so often the evil results of too much 
punishment. Every day they saw the 
poor little battered personalities that 
come from too much punishment. 
So they Jumped to the opposite ex­ 
treme. 


Now we're encountering the bad 
results that come from too much 
freedom. We’re seeing sup«-selflsh 
adults with no respect for the rights 
of others. They make cruel husbands 
and wives. They are terrible par­ 
ents. They don’t succeed in business. 
T h e y ' r e miserable because the 
grown-up world doesn't give them 
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the freedom they enjoyed as kids. 
Now child guidance people a re 
getting back to a reasonable mid­ 
point. Love your children, yes. Love 
them abundantly. But don’t indulge 
’em. Help ’em learn to control them­ 
selves.
